Vint reported on the Fortran library: Doug's program to extract programs from 
the library tapes works; SDS's systems seem to be losing again. 


Big Fortran is going to be hard to get into SEX. Meta-Symbol is a prerequisite, 
and this requires overlay, etc. Since some of users and all other Sigma-7 

sites use Meta-Symbol, we should schedule its inclusion. A possible tool is a 

BPM simulator for SEX. / 

GORDO is. now called SEX for Sigma EXecutive or Sigma EXperimental system. 

Jon reported that Meta 5 reruns under Botch, (Yea!) Meta 5 now needs to be 

modified to not grab extraneous core. Tape 95 now has a version of Botch 

which runs as a master, and has Symbol, u DLOAD, Meta 5, and Fortran 
Compilation. 


Jon has crashed the system a dozen times since the system log was started. Half 
of these are unknown; the others are not. - 


SEX does not have sufficient error recovery code for TO. 


Roliin Weeks has volunteered to write a SEX shutdown and disk boot program - 
under Chuck's direction. 


Bill is studying console hardware programming. We have decided to install the 
37's as quickly as possible. Full console design will proceed in parallel. 


FLD and DLOAD are not yet together, but Bill will get to it sometime.

NETTEST runs under the new system and is on tape ah Message generation is 
being debugged for the RAD-75 under SEX.

Steve will try to get some notes written on dynamic reconnection. 


John has specs on a new master. It was discussed and pecommendacions were 
made.
